Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17 and 19-36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "the carrier comprises: ~ a first mobile carriage provided 
with a driving system moving on two horizontal rails, - a beam fixed perpendicular to 
the first mobile carriage, a second mobile carriage provided with a driving system 
moving on two vertical rails mounted on this beam, and - a slide fixed perpendicular to 
the second mobile carriage, a mobile platform moving along this slide; and - a wrist with 
two degrees of freedom in rotation which supports and ensures the orientation of the 
printing assembly allowing its rotations (Rx, Ry) along two perpendicular axes" in 
combination with the remaining claim elements set forth in independent claim 17 and 
claims 19-32, which depend directly or indirectly from claim 17.
